Group I, claim(s) 13-20, drawn to a method for producing a colored sand composition. 

Group II, claim(s) 21-28, drawn to a composition comprising colored silica grains. 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of a composition of colored silica grains wherein the silica grains are coated with 
a pigment and at least one other component such as binder or water is disclosed in U.S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0101644 to Hamilton, JR. (Abstract) where said 
reference discloses sand colored with a colorant wherein the colorant can be prepared 
by mixing a latex paint, and Yun et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,226,754) makes it clear that 
latex paint compositions typically comprise binder and a pigment in water (Yum. column 
11, lines 2-8). 

During a telephone conversation with Mark D. Byrne on January 29, 2009 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 13-20. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claims 21-28 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 
37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention.

These claims are drawn to a non-elected invention based on Applicants' election 
without traverse of Group I, claims 13-20 made on January 29, 2009 in a telephonic 

conversation with Applicants' representative Mark D. Byrne in response to an election 
requested made on January 21 , 2009 in a voice mail message left for Mark D. Byrne. 

Instant claims 13-20 are found allowable as detailed out below. 

REASON FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to suggest or teach a process of coating silica sand grains with pigment using the 
process steps recited in instant claims, specially claim 13, in particular with reference to 
mixing caustic soda and water for form a dilute caustic soda solution to which boric acid 
is added followed by a binder; the resulting solution is mixed with silica sand grains and 
dry pigment which would form a coating over said grains upon heating.
